Lump in neck discovered in February

A CANCER diagnosis did not stop 
brave Joe Sims from achieving a 
crop of A* and A GCSE grades. 

When the 16-year-old, from Cha- 
llinor, Harlow, found a lump in his 
neck in February, he feared his 
chances of succeeding in the sum¬ 
mer’s exams had been ruined. 

The diagnosis of a rare form of 
Hodgkins lymphoma in April 
meant the lump had to be removed 
immediately just weeks before his 
exams, and Joe was given the all- 
clear. 

However, a second lump soon 
appeared which has been con¬ 
firmed as cancerous and so Joe 
now faces a course of chemother¬ 
apy. 

He said: “It has all been a bit of 
a blur. I was told I would be having 
chemo and would miss my exams 
so I did take my foot off the pedal 
for a while. 

“I cared more about my health 
than the grades at the time. I have 
tried to get on with things as 
much as possible. Everyone has 
been really supportive which has 
been really important to me.” 

Despite his health battle, Joe 
picked up nine A* and A grades 
from Burnt Mill Academy in First 
Avenue, Harlow. 

Joe said: “I was not expecting 
these results at all. I was expect¬ 
ing to get through, but not exceed

His proud mum Amanda Sims, 
who collected Joe’s results with 
him, said: “I can’t believe it really. 
Nobody deserves this success 
more than Joe. He is so hard¬ 
working. I always knew he would 
do well, but because of everything 
he is going through, I wasn’t so 
sure. 

Fuss 

“He has let his illness go over 
his head and hasn’t wanted a fuss 
to be made. He doesn’t want to be 
labelled as the boy with cancer. 

“Lots of people around him 
don’t even know what he’s been 
going through. He has had a few 
days off school but he has just got 
on with it.” 

Joe has managed to secure the 


top grades due in part to his hard 
work, but also the support of his 
friends and Burnt Mill. 

Mrs Sims added: “All he has 
been focusing on is getting the 
grades to get into college and look¬ 
ing into universities. 

“Burnt Mill has been out of this 
world. I emailed the school 
when Joe was dia¬ 
gnosed and immedi- C” 
ately got a phone call in w 
return. They have sup¬ 
ported him 100 per cent; \ 
whatever he has needed 
they have sorted for him. I 
get a phone call from his 
teacher every other day to 
make sure everything is ok 
and I think that support will 
continue even though he has 
now left. 

“I told Joe to expect his friends 
to back off a little when they 
knew he was ill but instead they 
have said if he loses his hair due to 
treatment, they will all shave 
their heads in support.” 

Joe hopes to study A-level math¬ 
ematics, physics, computer sci¬ 
ence and drama at Herts and 
Essex High School in Bishop’s 
Stortford. 

Head of school John Blaney 
said: “We are just so proud of Joe. 
His strength of character and 
determination has got him 
through. We are proud of all of our 
students, but especially so of Joe 
with everything he is going 
through.”

Paper permit scrapped 
for new digital system 

Residents asked to sign up online for Virtual parking permits’

PAPER residents’ parking permits in Harlow are to 
be phased out and replaced by a digital system. 

Starting on Monday, the North Essex Parking 
Partnership (NEPP) will be introducing a cashless 
online registration system for permit parking 
schemes in a bid to be more efficient. 

Those who currently display a badge in their car 
will in future log their car online, while visitors can 
be registered either online, using a smartphone app 
or with a text. 

Residents purchasing visitor permits via the 
MiPermit system will also save money, with 10 
virtual visitor permits costing £10 as opposed to 
£15. 

The scheme has already been successfully intro¬ 
duced in Braintree, Colchester, Epping Forest, 


Tendring and Uttlesford. It is now about to be rolled 
out in Harlow. 

Anyone who does not yet hold a MiPermit 
account will need to provide the NEPP with proof of 
residency and register on the system before pur¬ 
chasing any permits. 

These customers, as well as anyone who is unable 
to register their own account such as residents 
without internet access, should call the NEPP on 
01206 282316 for help. 

Once registered, the secure account allows cus¬ 
tomers to manage purchases and update details, 
and buy visitor permits through their MiPermit 
account. 

For existing resident permit holders, their per¬ 
mit renewal reminders will explain the new system 
and outline how quick and easy it is to renew online 
through MiPermit. 

Councillor Robert Mitchell, chairman of the 


North Essex Parking Partnership, said “We are 
really pleased to be able to offer Harlow’s residents 
the option to buy virtual parking permits. 

“These permits are now available in all of the 
partnership authorities’ areas and allow customers 
to access these services at their convenience. 

“The system is also more cost-effective for us as 
an organisation and therefore helps keep permit 
prices stable.” 

Councillor Tony Durcan, portfolio holder for 
regeneration and enterprise at Harlow Council, 
said: “This new system is great news for our 
residents as it will help them to get the permits they 
need more quickly and without having to take a trip 
into the Civic Centre to purchase them. 

“We hope that residents find this new way of 
buying their permits convenient and easy to use, 
and offers many people who may struggle to get to 
the Civic Centre with the solution they need.”

The day will also be a 
chance for the town to remem¬ 
ber resident Private Robert 
Foster, pictured, who was 
killed in Afghanistan while 
serving with the 1st Bat¬ 
talion. 

Fighting 

Private Foster, died along¬ 
side Private John Thrumble, 
21, from Chelmsford, and 
Private Aaron McClure, 19, 
from Ipswich, when a US 
plane bombed their position 
during fighting on August 23, 
2007. 

Councillor Tony Hall, 
Chairman of Harlow Council, 
said: “On October 22 history 
will be made with the Royal 
Anglian Regiment exercising 
its freedom to march through

Harlow for the very first time. 
This will be an important 
occasion for Harlow and at a 
time when the soldiers have 
just returned home from act¬ 
ive service. 

“I hope as many people as 
possible line the route to 
thank and cheer our troops for 
their bravery and service and 
welcome them home, but also 
to remember Robert Foster 
and those troops who are no 
longer with us.” 

The Regiment was bestowed 
the Freedom of the Town by 
Harlow Council on September 


27, 2012, which allows it to 
march through Harlow with 
bands playing, drums beating, 
colours flying and bayonets 
fixed. 

This will be the first time 
the Regiment has exercised 
the Freedom of the Town. 

The last soldiers from the 
1st Battalion, known as ‘The 
Vikings’, returned home from 
Kabul on 19 August 2015 after 
the conclusion of their deploy¬ 
ment on Operation Toral. 

After leave, the soldiers will 
be celebrating their home¬ 
coming with three parades in 


the Battalion’s counties. 

In Harlow around 250 troops 
will march from Post Office 
Road through Broad Walk to 
the Civic Centre, where the 
parade will be inspected. 

The march will be the 
second through the Town 
Centre after the Essex Yeo¬ 
manry exercised its right in 
April 2009. The parade will 
take place at 12.30pm.

SIR A crisis is looming in our hospitals, 
our care homes and our community 
nursing services.

We must act now to protect them and the 
services they provide if we are to avert a 
crisis.

FLAGS at North Weald Airfield are 
flying at half mast for the second 
time in less than a month following 
the horror crash at the Shoreham 
Air Show. 

The vintage Hawker Harriet jet 
which ploughed into traffic on the 
A27 in West Sussex, killing 11 people, 
was based at the airfield. 

Epping Forest Council, which 
owns the site, also lowered flags at 
its offices in High Street as a mark of 
respect to those who lost their lives. 

Saturday’s tragedy is the second 
this month to involve planes based at 
the village airfield. Pilot Kevin Why- 
man, 39, a member of the Gnat Dis¬ 
play Team, died when his plane 
crashed during the CarFest show at 
Oulton Park in Cheshire. 

The jet which crashed at the week¬ 
end was being flown by former RAF 
Harrier pilot Andy Hill, who was 
pulled alive from the wreckage. 

As the Star went to press yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday) the 51-year-old, 
who is known among the aviation 
community at North Weald Airfield, 
was still in a critical condition after 
being placed in a medically induced 
coma. 

This week investigators began the 
grim task of examining the wreck¬ 
age of the Harrier in an attempt to 


discover what caused it to crash at 
the end of a loop-the-loop manoeuvre. 

On Monday the Civil Aviation 
Authority grounded all Hawker 
Hunters and imposed an immediate 
ban on high energy aerobatics by 
vintage jet aircraft. 

In a statement released shortly 
after it was confirmed the jet was 
based at North Weald, Epping Forest 
Council leader Chris Whitbread 
said: “I was deeply saddened and 


shocked to hear of this tragic event 
and my condolences and prayers are 
with the families and friends of all 
those involved. 

“North Weald Airfield is a close- 
knit community and our staff and 
other pilots are devastated at this 
news.” 

He added: “We lease hangers to 
many plane enthusiasts who restore 
and maintain their specialist air¬ 
craft, such as the Hawker Hunter.”

STUDENTS across Harlow 
were handed their GCSE res¬ 
ults on Thursday - and most 
were pleased with what they 
found. 

The efforts of all pupils were 
celebrated at Passmores Acad¬ 
emy with results largely meet¬ 
ing expectations. 

Results were overall slightly 
down on the 2014 figures but 50 
per cent managed to achieve 
five A*-Cs including mathem¬ 
atics and English. 

Some 30 per cent of the 
GCSEs taken were passed with 
an A*-B grade but headteacher 
Vic Goddard was keen to 
emphasise that the exams 
“were just one part of the school 
process”.

MD Professional Carpets 
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Shortage of 
organs for 
transplant is 
costing lives 

More donors needed to join register

THE shortage of organ donors has 
meant that 58 people in Essex have 
died while waiting for a transplant 
during the past five years. 

There are currently 177 people in the 
county waiting for a donor organ at a 
time when, according to latest figures, 
the number of donations across the UK 
has fallen for the first time in 11 
years. 

The national figures, highlighted by 
NHS Blood and Transplant in its annu¬ 
al Transplant Activity Report, show 
the number of transplants fell by five 
per cent from 4,655 in 2013/14 to 4,431 
in 2014/15. 

There were three per cent fewer 
donations from people who have died 
and a five per cent drop in living 
donations. During the same period the 
number of people on the active trans¬ 
plant list fell by 83. 

Of the transplants that were carried 
out, 1,092 were made possible by living 
donors who gave a kidney or part of 
their liver, while 3,339 patients recei¬ 
ved organs donated after death. 

On average, three people in the UK 


die each day while waiting for an 
organ transplant. 

In Essex, 80 people’s lives were saved 
or improved following the donation of 
an organ from someone who has died 
while 31 benefitted from a living donor 
transplant. There are 580,325 people 
from Essex on the NHS Organ Donor 
Register. 

But NHS Blood and Transport said 
even more lives would have been saved 
if families agreed to donate their loved 
one’s organs after death. 

Sally Johnson, NHS Blood and 
Transplant’s director of organ dona¬ 
tion and transplantation, said: “We 
cannot hope to save more lives unless 
there is a revolution in attitudes 
towards organ donation. We need 
everyone to talk about organ donation 
with their families and agree to donate 
if ever they are asked. 

“We understand that families are 
expected to consider donation in their 
darkest hour so we would remind 
everyone to tell those closest to them 
now if they want to donate their 
organs and record that decision.”

The service has already 
invested more than film in 
new breathing apparatus 
and radio sets and is 
planning to spend a 
further £8m on pumping 
appliances.

Adam Eckley said: “The 
thermal imaging cameras 
are the best on the 
market. They are the 
latest investment we have 


made in our frontline 
crews’ safety and 
ensuring we provide a 
robust response to all 
emergency incidents.” 


Festival police seize 
17,000 legal highs’ 

SIXTY-three people were arrested and 248 
were ejected during the V-Festival in 
Chelmsford at the weekend. 

Essex Police also seized more than 
17,000 canisters of nitrous oxide or laugh¬ 
ing gas, also known as ‘legal highs’. 

The majority of the arrests - 53 - were 
for drug-related offences, many of which 
were identified by police sniffer dogs at 
the entrance to the site at Hylands Park. 

One festival-goer was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of rape. 

Chief Superintendent Simon Williams 
said: “I’m really pleased with the great co¬ 
ordination work from all our officers 
with the organisers, security team and 
local authority who worked tirelessly to 
ensure the event was both enjoyable and 
safe.”

Family party as Eric

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Man prosecuted 
for tree damage 
is hit with a fine 

HOUSEHOLDERS intending to 
carry out work on trees have been 
warned to check they are not 
covered by a preservation order 
after a man was fined £600 for 
damaging a red horse chestnut. 

The defendant, who did not 
attend when the case was heard at 
Chelmsford Magistrates Court last 
month, was also ordered to pay 
costs of £804.31 and a victim 
surcharge of £60. 

After Epping Forest Council was 
alerted to damage to the tree at the 
entrance to a property in Bower 
Hill in January, the council’s tree 
specialist carried out an 
inspection. He found a number of 
the tree’s roots had been severed 
and damaged by a mechanical 
digger and a saw. 

The council attempted to contact 
the owner of the property but was 
unable to speak to him. Despite 
telling workmen on the site to stop 
and sending a letter to the 
defendant, further work and tree 
damage was found when the officer 
re-visited the site on three 
subsequent occasions and so the 
council started legal proceedings. 

Councillor Gary Waller, Epping 
Forest Council’s portfolio holder 
responsible for tree, said: “Trees 
are a very important local asset 
and form a vital part of the fabric 
of our environment as well as 
creating a habitat for wildlife. 

“Tree preservation orders are 
made to protect trees that could be 
under threat and nobody is 
permitted to carry out work 
without consent. We will seek to 
hold to account anyone who 
deliberately damages a protected 
tree.” 


FAMILY and friends gathered to toast the 
health and achievements of a man who has 
celebrated his 100th birthday. 

There was a party atmosphere at the 
supported housing complex in Sawbridge- 
worth where Eric Sheldrake has lived for 
the past 15 years. 

Family members among the 70 people 
who attended the celebrations included his 
daughters Elizabeth and Joy, grandsons, 
Christopher and Matthew and great-grand¬ 
daughters, Matilda and Elsa. 

“He had a fabulous time and said he 
would never forget it,” said Elizabeth. 

Mr Sheldrake was born in Maldon on 
August 20, 1915 and after leaving school 
worked for a local firm of builders and 
timer merchants. In 1936 he met his bride- 
to-be, Dorothy, in a cake shop in Maldon 
High Street and they married four years 
later. 

Shortly before the wedding Mr Sheldrake 
moved to Sawbridgeworth to work for Wal¬ 
ter Lawrence and Sons at the then joinery 
works in Sheering Mill Lane. 

His job was classed as a reserved occu¬ 
pation as the company made parts for Mos¬ 
quito bombers and so he did not receive his 
call-up papers. However, he served as a 
member of the Home Guard in Sawbridge¬ 
worth during the war years. 

After 33 years with the firm he took 
voluntary redundancy and moved to a new 
job at United Glass in Harlow. It suited him 


better as it included shift work which gave 
him more time for his hobby of gardening. 

After retiring, his garden kept him busy 
and he also cared for wife, who sadly passed 
away in 2004. “In the last few years he has 
had to cope with being registered blind and 
extremely deaf but he has still remained 
determined,” said daughter Joy. 

“He still continues to take an interest in 


people and help them as much as he can. He 
is still very knowledgeable about the world 
as he keeps up with the news on tele¬ 
vision.” 

She added: “He has worked hard and he 
has enjoyed his family. Still today he is 
determined for things not to beat him and 
this is maybe why he in now celebrating his 
100th birthday.” 
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Have a say on 
plans to scrap

“Call me old-fashioned, but my way of 
making albums is always to make a collection 
of songs over a period of time with a varied 
vibe. It’s what The Beatles used to do. 

“Because of my age, I’m not at the forefront 
anymore and I won’t be appearing on The 
Voice any time soon. 

“Also, releasing independently, I don’t have 
the budget to force my way onto TV, but 
having an established fanbase, there are 
always people that will listen. 



“I’m actually enjoying it now more than 
ever.” 

Restless Years was a surprise success when 
it broke into the top 40 of the Australian 
album chart in January to become Leo’s first 
chart entry since 1983. With an album teaser 
video notching up the views on YouTube, he 
is hopeful of repeating the success when his 
14th studio LP gets its UK release on Friday, 
September 4. 

Leo Sayer was such a big name that 
throughout the 1980s and 1990s that he toured 
all over the world in places as far and wide as 


Tokyo, Hawaii, Alaska and Vietnam - but he 
believes his concert at The Playhouse on 
Saturday, September 26 will be his first time 
in Harlow. 

While he’s long since ditched the pierrot 
costume he famously wore on his debut TV 
performance, Leo has lost nothing of his 
passion for the stage and says his show is 
better than ever. 

“I’m a very motivated person and I have a 
desire to keep bettering myself, making the 
next album better than the last one.

Linkfest organiser hoping 
for sunshine on Sunday 


ORGANISERS of the third and final LinkFest 
music festival of the year are praying for 
sunshine to reverse their fortunes. 

The one-day gatherings at Harlow Town Park 
have all suffered as a result of rain showers 
dampening some great live music. 

With washed-out May and July festivals 
drawing little audience to the bandstand, 
LinkFest co-ordinator Jamie Pring hopes it will 
be third time lucky on Sunday. 

“The weather does not look too bad and I’m 
hoping it doesn’t rain,” he said.

“Of course Sax on Fire will put on a show as 
they really know how to work a crowd. 

“Bands will be playing until 8.30, so it’ll be a 
bit longer.” 

Next year will be the fifth LinkFest 
anniversary and Jamie said he hopes to attract 
some star names to celebrate the anniversary. 
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“Thanks to that, I think my show is now 
better than ever and I can give a performance 
I’m really proud of and I enjoy.

“I’m looking forward to all of them really, 
but I think the London one at the 
Hippodrome will be special, as its right in the 


heart of the city. 

“For both tours, I try and really go into the 
country, as well as playing the major cities. 

“People always want to hear the hits, but 
an audience often enjoy the more obscure 
tracks from older albums too 

“There are things that cannot be left out of 
a show, but I’m lucky to have so many hits 
and it can be a challenge to shoehorn them 
all in.” 

So fans old enough to remember the early 
years of Leo’s fame can be rest assured that 
there will be space for You Make Me Feel Like 
Dancing, Moonlighting and Giving It All 
Away. 

But listen out for the new tracks Beautiful 
Year, Competing with a DJ and Leo’s pick of 
the new album One Green World, a song with 
an environmental comment. 

“Of course I love all the tracks, but on 
OGW, I really wanted to make a statement 
and really tell people that something needs to 
be done. 

“I’m very lucky to live in something of a 
Paradise,” he says of his new house, located 
20 miles from Sydney. 

“I really miss England, but the fact is I 
work so well in exile and I just have to walk 
out the door to be inspired by natural beauty. 

“I’m always keeping in touch with friends. 
Thanks to the modern world we live in with 
technology and long distance flights, that job 
is becoming easier. 

“I feel like I’ve begun something of a 
second chapter in my life over here.” 

Of course you can’t get to the age of 67 in 
show business and not have regrets, and Leo 
wishes he had the opportunity to do more 
acting throughout his career. 

But looking ahead to the future, Leo is able 
to be satisfied with his success and still 
enjoyed performing enough to want to 
continue. 

“I’ll sing until I drop,” he said, 

“There are always young guys breaking 
through, but people don’t want to let go of 
their legends. 

“Now you’re seeing the likes of Leonard 
Cohen, McCartney and Mick Jagger keep on 
going - the Stones are still one of the most 
exciting groups around. 

“Of course, if my voice gives way I’ll stop, 
but for as long as I can keep going, I will.”

Keeping it in 

the family 


Straight Outta Compton, detailing the rise of the world's most 
notorious rap group N.W.A., is taking the box office by storm. Founding 
member Ice Cube and his son O'shea Jackson Jr, who stars in the film, 
give Susan Griffin the low-down on summer's surprise hit 


ou might think a movie about the rise of 
gangsta rap group NWA sounds 
somewhat niche, but box office figures 
are proving anything but. Over in the 
States, Straight Outta Compton made 
more than 60 million US dollars in its opening 
weekend - more than the likes of Disney’s 
Ant-Man and Mission: Impossible - Rogue Nation, 
starring Tom Cruise. 

But the film’s success shouldn’t really be a 
surprise. The five members of NWA made music 
that exploded beyond the poverty-stricken urban 
centres of America and attracted attention all 
around the world. 

Here, Ice Cube and his son O’shea Jackson Jr. 
talk about bringing the story of brotherhood, 
triumph, betrayal and tragedy to the big screen. 

The movie starts in Compton, southern 
California, in the late Eighties, when gang 
warfare and the plague of crack cocaine made the 
city’s streets some of the most dangerous in the 


country. In response, the LAPD were leading a 
charge that was merciless. 

Against this backdrop, a young weed dealer by 
the name of Eazy-E reaches out to his friend Dr. 
Dre, a DJ who spins at a local club with DJ Yella, 
as well as MC Ren and Ice Cube, to form a rap 
group that will expose life in the ‘hood. 

Their voice ignites a social revolution that’s 
still reverberating today. “It’s extremely hard to 
put 10 years into two hours, it’s like how do you 
smash those 10 years? What do you leave in, what 
do you take out?” notes the physically 
commanding Ice Cube, who is now 46. 

Some critics have complained that the film, 
directed by F. Gary Gray, skirts over less 
salubrious events. 

“What we did was basically say whatever didn’t 
pertain to NWA probably should be left for 
another movie,” explains Ice Cube who, along 
with Dre, also has a producer credit on the

project. “There were 10 movies made about Elvis, and you can 
probably make 10 movies about NWA and they’d all be 
different, because our lives were so vivid. 

Ice Cube, born O’shea Jackson, has sold more than 10 
million albums as a solo artist, forged a successful acting 
career and amassed an estimated wealth of 140million US 
dollars. But he’d always had the notion of chronicling the rise 
of NWA on screen and the revolutionary music that emerged 
during the group’s 10-year span. 

Only in 2009 did he come across a script that jump-started 
the idea of a feature film. “There were so many things 
happening at the time, but we had to tell it in a three-act, 
comprehensive movie style,” he continues. 

And there was no doubt the film would be dedicated to 
Eazy-E, who passed away in 1995. “Thank God for Eazy, who 
had the vision and saw this music as the future, the records 
that people want to hear. He was so adamant about putting 
Compton on the map, if that’s the last thing he did.” 

When looking for young men to play the five members of 
NWA, the mandate was performance first, then street cred and 
likeness to the person they’d be portraying. 

Jason Mitchell was chosen to play Eazy-E; Corey Hawkins 
as Dr. Dre; Neil Brown Jr. as DJ Yella; Aldis Hodge as MC Ren, 
and Ice Cube’s own son, O’ Shea Jackson Jr., as the final 
component. 

“I wasn’t nervous about playing him, I was nervous about 
being in a movie, you know?” says the 24-year-old, who bears a 
striking resemblance to his dad. “I had never acted or 
anything like that. So the two years of auditioning and acting 
coaches helped build a confidence within me.” 

For Jackson Jr., the role became an “obsession", and he 
admits: “I knew I couldn’t go see Straight Outta Compton and 
watch somebody else play this part. It would’ve drove me 
crazy, because I feel that no one can play this part like me.” 

The experience has brought Jackson Jr., who’s now looking 
to further his acting career, even closer to his dad. 

“I learned about my father’s courageousness at a young age. 
He displays an integrity that a lot of people at 17,18,19 just 
don’t have, and I think it’s something that people should be 
inspired by.”

Talking bout a REVOLUTION 


Bread and pasta fans, look away now. The South African authors of The 
Real Meal Revolution tell Kate Whiting why they believe going carb-free 
is the key to health and weight control 



CUT THE CARBS: That’s the message from 
Jonno Proudfoot 


n terms of kitchen ‘outlaws’, sugar has 
completely overtaken fat as public enemy 
number one. In fact, fat has been making 
something of a comeback in recent years, and 
the latest advocates to sing its praises are 
sports scientist and marathon runner Professor 
Tim Noakes, nutritionist Sally Ann-Creed and chef 
and open ocean swimmer Jonno Proudfoot. 

Their book, The Real Meal Revolution, has taken 
South Africa by storm and has just landed on UK 
shores, promising to help people lose weight 
without giving up all that juicy meat, butter and 
cream. 

There is a catch, though - carbs are strictly off 
the menu. 

This low-carbohydrate, high-fat (LCHF) plan has 
similarities with the Paleo diet, in that it advocates 
a return to eating what our ancient ancestors, the 
hunter-gatherers, ate some 200,000 years ago - 
before we started cultivating grains. It also draws 
heavily on the Banting diet devised by British 
undertaker William Banting, who famously gave 
up the carb-rich eating habits of the Victorians in 
the 1860s to cure himself of obesity. 

Of course, low or no-carb/high fat and protein 
diets have always been somewhat controversial, 
attracting both fierce critics and fans. 

Prof Noakes, however, is convinced that this 
eating regime has benefited his own health. “We’ve 
been raised to believe that cholesterol, caused by 
eating too much fat, causes diseases, and that 
every disease in the book is linked to a high-fat 
diet. It turns out that’s completely wrong.” 



Prof Noakes acknowledges it’s not a ‘one-size fits 
all’ diet, but recommends insulin resistant people, 
with a family history of diabetes, should try it. 

“For most people, once you get over 40 and 
you’re a little overweight, you should be on this 
diet, because if you’re not, you’re in trouble.” 

Whether or not you want to go full-on 
Revolution, here’s a recipe from the book to try at 
home... 

NB: Please consult your doctor before embarking 
on any extreme diet change, especially if you have a 
health condition. 

Warm Haddock and Cauliflower 
Salad with Tahini Dressing 

SERVES 2 
Ingredients 

For the dressing: 


4tbsp tahini 
Juice of 2 lemons 
1 garlic clove, minced 
1/4 cup extra virgin olive oil 
Approx 100ml water 
For the salad: 

10Og butter 

300g cauliflower, cut into small pieces 
300g smoked haddock 
60g toasted pine nuts 
Preheat the oven to 180C (Gas 4). 

Method 

Melt the butter in the microwave or in a small pan. 
Place the cauliflower in a small oven tray and drizzle 
with butter. Roast the cauliflower until it is golden 
on the edges, around 30 minutes. 

Add the haddock to the tray and return to the oven 
for about 10 minutes. Remove from the oven, break 
the haddock up and give everything a good mix, 
either in a bowl or in the tray. 

Portion the salad onto plates and scatter with pine 
nuts. 

Combine all the dressing ingredients together in a 
small bowl and while mixing continuously, pour in 
the water until you reach a good pouring 
consistency. Drizzle over the salad before serving. 

Note: if you’ve been good with your carbs for the 
day, this is epic with some pomegranate seeds 
scattered over it.

Designed by a great Scot 


FAMOUS Scot Charles Rennie 
Mackintosh is one of the artistic 
figures currently being 
considered by the Bank of 
England for the back of the new 
£20 note. 

The architect, designer, water 
colourist and artist was a post 
impressionist who spearheaded 
this country’s Art Nouveau 
movement in the early 20th 
century. He had a huge influence 
on design and buildings, and one 
of his most famous - the 
Mackintosh Building at the 
Glasgow School of Art - is set to 
be restored after it was severely 
damaged by fire in May last year. 

Mackintosh also designed this 
quirky artist’s cottage and 
studio, in Farr, near Inverness in 
the Scottish Highlands, which 
he’d planned for his and wife 
Margaret’s retirement. It was 
never built for the couple, but 
was finally constructed using 
the original design in 1992 by 
Scottish architect Robert 
Macintyre. 

The Artist’s Cottage is a 



two-storey ‘cube’ consisting of a 
main living area and studio, 
alongside a single storey cottage 
and walled garden. It includes 
many features associated with 
the Art Nouveau figure, 
including traditional 
Mackintosh designed windows. 
The interior is painted in 
traditional white and cream, and 
there’s a balcony from a 
first-floor studio/reception room 
as well as a roof terrace with 
panoramic views.

WANNABE Labour leader 
Jeremy Corbyn could be 
marching towards victory after 
getting the backing of big unions 
Unison and Unite. While the 
worker’s favourite is feverishly 
holding a series of meetings to 
help secure more votes, the 
home of another socialist figure 
has come on the market. 

Martyrs Cottage, the former 
home of Thomas Standfield, 
played host to secret meetings of 
the Tolpuddle Martyrs - a group 
of Dorset agricultural labourers 
in 1832. 

They were angry about 
agricultural workers’ meagre 
pay being cut and swore a secret 
oath as members of the Friendly 
Society of Agricultural 
Labourers. However, local squire 
and landowner, James 
Frampton, caught wind of the 
oath-swearing, which was illegal 
at the time. They were sentenced 
to seven years in Australia, 
which caused a working class 
upswell of support for the 
popular heroes; a massive 


demonstration marched through 
London and an 800,000-strong 
petition was delivered to 
Parliament. 

After three years, the 
government relented and the 
men returned home with free 
pardons and as heroes. 

Standfield’s former three 
bedroom grade 1 listed cottage 
near Dorchester - on the market 
for £300,000 - is full of character 


and boasts off-road parking and 
a spacious garden.

Run machine eyes 10,000 milestone - and he’s 14!

TO score nearly 9,000 runs in 
three years is a phenomenal 
achievement for any cricketer, but 
for a 14-year-old it takes some 
doing. 

No wonder Harlow Cricket 
Club’s Alan Jones has been iden¬ 
tified as an emerging player with 
Essex County Cricket Club. 

He has been playing for the 
county team at age group levels, 
under the stewardship of Emer¬ 
ging Players & Academy head 
coach Barry Hyam and coach 
Terry Charrington, since 2013. 

This season he advanced to the 
U15 team, helping them to the 
finals day of a national 20/20 com¬ 
petition after beating Gloucester¬ 
shire away last week. 

He has played a large number of 
matches for Essex this year, bat¬ 
ting at number five and scoring 
2,200 runs. 

He has been playing up an age 
group at Chelmsford, while his 
time at Shepherd Neame Essex 
League Division One club Harlow 
on a Saturday has seen him 
cement a place in the first team 
this season. 

Back in 2013 when he played his 
first season in men’s cricket for 
Rob Coldwell’s fourth team, he 
struck a century in only his 
second game. 

His progress saw him promoted 
to the second team last season and 
he opened the batting for the first 
team at Marigolds this year. 

The youngster has also been 
keeping wicket for Rehman 
Ahmed’s side as they have moun¬ 
ted a strong challenge for pro¬ 
motion off the back of a 
tremendous run over the last six 
weeks, when they won four 
matches consecutively. 

His father, Chris, started accu¬ 
mulating his runs when his son 
first broke through at Harlow. 

His tally of more than 8,700 runs 
includes those at Essex, Harlow 


and some for his school, The 
Broxbourne School, in East \ 
Herts, near the family home. 

Chris explained: “In four years 
he is close to 9000 runs [for adult 
teams]. We have tended to try to 
track every game, since he was 11. 
This season his average is just 
over 50. Over the last four years 
about 64. 

“He has scored over 8,700 runs 
at an average of 64. That includes 
everything, from fairly low aver¬ 
age school games to first team 
cricket, [Essex] county [and] Har¬ 
low [Cricket Club]. 

“In about June or July he will 
get to the 10,000 mark. It means a 
lot to us and absolutely nothing to 
everyone else. Some of the runs 
are at school and they don’t go on 
the Play Cricket website. 

“Hopefully June or July [next 
year] he could break through that 
10,000 run mark.” 

After 18 league matches this 
season he had scored 539 runs for 
Harlow. His highest score was 87 
against Southend-on-Sea, while 
he has averaged just under 32 in 
that time. 

Indebted 

Alan is indebted to the help he 
receives from former Essex first- 
team wicket-keeper Hyam and 
Charrington. 

He said: “Terry Charrington 
has been helping me with my 
batting. Barry Hyam has helped 
me out with my keeping a lot. 

“They are trying to make me 
more versatile, getting me to bat 
up and down the order. I shouldn’t 
specialise at an early age. 

“I’m never too nervous when I 
open the batting. I find it more 
nerve-racking coming in at five. 
I’ve been opening my whole life, it 
feels a lot more natural. You can 
apply it to every game, as it’s 
always the same situation. 

“I started playing because of my 
father. When I’m batting I think 
‘just watch the ball’. I try to get the 
premeditation out of my head.” 
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The only way is Essex for Alan 


ALAN JONES’ dream is to play 
for the Essex County Cricket 
Club first team, following in the 
footsteps of England skipper 
Alastair Cook. 

“Because he’s on the emerging 
players programme he gets a lot 
of time with [Essex CCC 
academy coach] Terry 
Charrington,” said Alan’s father 
Chris. 

“In the county they will have 
been batting him at five, six or 
seven, generally five.” 

Winter will come along and the 
cricket season will end, but 
dedicated Alan is a familiar sight 
at Harlow’s Marigolds ground, in 
the nets practising his art from 
December to February with the 
help of a bowling machine. 

“Last winter he broke about 
five bats because it was so cold. 
That’s when most of the training 
happens,” explained Chris. 

“Harlow are good enough to let 
him in there through the winter. 

. ^ Summer is just games. Also in 

» . *1 the winter they are doing Essex 


training Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, so that’s quite a 
commitment there. 

“He only started playing 
because his older brother Simon 
started playing. 

“His development has been 
massively associated with the 
fact that he is playing first team 
cricket here at Harlow. 

“They looked after him 
brilliantly when he was 12, 
playing fourth team. When he 
was 13 playing second team, and 
now at 14 looking after him 
brilliantly in the first team. 

“It’s the first year he’s ever 
kept wicket, but in terms of the 
way the club has looked after 
him and pushed him through, I 
attribute an awful lot of his 
development to that, because the 
club has looked after him. 

“A lot of clubs don’t. They 
either don’t give kids an 
opportunity, or bat and play them 
out of position. 

“Or they put too much 
pressure on them. None of that’s 


happened here. You learn a lot 
batting, not from playing against 
kids your own age but he learns 
a lot from being with 
experienced guys of 30 years old. 

“They have played professional 
cricket, they are experienced 
guys who have played 
professional cricket. 

“You are asking who does he 
look up to and it is these guys 
down here: [Harlow skipper] 
Rehman [Ahmed], Hafiz [Yawar] 
and [Ahmed] Khawaja. In my 
view these are the games we look 
forward to, more than the county 
games. 

“They are naturally calm guys 
- that’s sort of priceless. 

“When he was 12 [playing for 
the Harlow fourth team] with 
Rob Coldwell [skipper] he said 
‘right you’re opening, don’t 
worry about the run rate just go 
and bat’. It just takes all the 
pressure off. 

“His development would not 
have happened like this if he was 
with a different club.” 


Youngster’s 
huge debt to 
Harlow CC 


ALAN JONES admits he owes a 
huge debt to Harlow skipper 
Rehman Ahmed and experienced 
batsmen Hafiz Yawar and 
Ahmed Khawaja as he has 
excelled in his debut season for 
the first team. 

The 14-year-old (pictured 
above), who will be in Year 10 
when he returns to school next 
week, actually prefers playing 
for the Marigolds team than the 
Essex U15s, where he has scored 
more than 2,200 runs since April. 

When asked what England and 
Essex players he looked up to as 
favourites or role models, he was 
quick to say: “I enjoy watching 
the Harlow first team play. They 
mentor me very well.” 

His father Chris added: “To be 
part of that top four is pretty 
special.” 

It has been a fantastic year for 
Alan, who has opened the 
batting and also kept wicket for 
Harlow as Rehman’s side have 
come close to promotion despite 
competing against much bigger 
clubs with much bigger budgets. 

Alan said: “Some of the guys 
[at Harlow] have played 
professionally. I enjoy playing 
with the adults. The standard’s 
higher, but there’s less pressure 
on you. 

Hoping 

“When I first came to the club 
at 111 was watching these guys 
[Rehman and Khawaja] and 
hoping I could be as good as 
them. 

“All of a sudden you are 
playing with them and it’s 
really good, and then you 
start batting with them 
and it feels a great 
experience from 
watching them at a 
young age and wishing to 
1 be as good as them.” 

When quizzed on what 
specifically they have helped 
with, he said: “Not really 
technically, but mentally, getting 
you ready to score runs and 
taking the pressure off. 

“When we are chasing 300 
runs, they are like ‘don’t worry 
about scoring runs, I’ll do it’. 

“That really helps, it takes a 
lot of pressure off your 
shoulders. 

“It has been a step up. When 
you play up and go back down it 
feels a lot easier. It’s good. You’re 
playing a higher standard and 
getting used to a higher 
standard.” 

The highlight might have been 
the club record-breaking chase 
in the win over Hutton in July. 

Khawaja’s incredible knock of 
158 helped Harlow surpass what 
seemed an impossible tally of 
371-6. 

Chris said: “What was Alan’s 
contribution in that - zero. He 
was bowled first ball by the 
Essex coach who dropped him 
[earlier in his career]. 

“Alan thought ‘I’m going to 
show you’ and promptly nicked 
him first ball.” 

But that was clearly a small 
blip on a magnificent season for 
this talented teenager. 
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Real family affair as 
brothers set records 


HISTORY was made as the three 
Clark brothers all took to the 
pitch at the same time for 
Harlow Rugby Club’s first team. 

Saturday’s 41-31 pre-season 
friendly defeat to Welwyn may 
not have brought a positive 
scoreline, but it brought plenty 
of cheer for the records set on 
the day. 

Not only was it the first time 
in the club’s history that three 
brothers have played together for 
the first team, but at 17 years 
and 12 days old, Alfie is now the 
youngest player to have appeared 
in the team.

He added: “James has been 


involved with the first team in 
recent years, as well as playing 
for the twos. 

“Ryan has just come back from 
three years at Portsmouth 
University and has just got his 
degree. He is going to have to 
work his way back in. 

“Alfie looks like he’s going to 
be part of the set-up for the rest 
of the season. He’s got to work 
hard as well.” 

The trio have played at Harlow 
for many years, so it was a proud 
moment for all when they played 
together on Saturday. 

“They’ve been at the club 
since they were children,” said 
their father. “I’ve been involved 
at the club since I was 13.1 
played all the way through from 
juniors to seniors. The kids have 
always been involved in rugby. 

“They’ve always had a youth 
section, but the mini section 
only started about 15 years ago. 
They would have started then. 

“My wife, Eve, also played for 
the club. She suffered an ankle 
injury though and now is heavily 
involved in the social side of the 
club. She doesn’t play anymore, a 
bit like myself, leaving it to the 
younger ones.”

“I thought he was part of the 
fabric here, but he’s had a change 
of heart and decided that he 
wanted to move on,” explained 
Chapman.

and Dave felt that he wanted to 
move on to new ventures.” 

He added: “We’re a little bit 
light on bodies at the moment. 
We’ve got some injuries and Billy 
Jones has left the club because 
he’s moved to Gloucester. 

“Obviously with Dave leaving 
the club we’re even more light. 

“We are looking to bring some 
people in, but it’s not something 
that will happen overnight. It’s a 
process.” 

Experienced defender Ibrahi- 
ma Sonko has taken on the cap¬ 
tain’s armband for the matches 
since Cowley’s departure. 

Monday night’s 2-1 win at Bark- 
ingside (see page 74) put the 
Hawks back on track after just 
one win in their first four league 
matches of the new season. 

“Everyone expected us to come 
out flying because of what we did 
last year, but that’s not always the 
case,” said Chapman. 

“We’ve only lost once in the 


league and we’re now only two 
points off the top. 

“Because we haven’t won all 
our games, it’s all about what’s 
gone wrong. There’s nothing 
wrong. We’ve just lost a game and 
drawn a couple.” 

He added: “The Wroxham game 
we should have come away with 
all three points, albeit an indi¬ 
vidual mistake cost us the two 
points.
